Dear Hr. Hoffa: 

”nree year» ago a couple of nen carne to our town and opened a truck 
stop Uractly ncroas the streat from our house. In fact, their lot 
ie aurrcunded by what were onoe olean, reapeotable hornea. Thls place 
b--n den tw*nty-four houra a de,y, lnolulln? SundayB, Chrlatinas 
■ nd all holideys and we hav* not had one moment of peace beoauee of 
roarlng motora, air atartera, air br.ken, refrlgerated trucka, loud 
an'i lewd language, aquealin? woraon and the noise that íroes with tires 
b^ln T repalred on '■ concrete drive, "early all of us in the area take 
aleapin^ díIIb or otner tranquilizara every night and yet we are un- 
able to aleapt 

In adiition theae people inatalled acales wnich add mucn to the con¬ 
fusión { and their bank account) as many trucks stop there for weighing 
purpoie» only and not for refueling. v*hen the trucks are overloaded 
aany drivera chlft loada by rrcing their trucks aoross the lot and 
brakinff aucldenly. Some drivera race up and down a side Street while 
othara use the main highway (V . S. 11). « j’í-w snlft ln a leeal omrr.cr, 
by hand, anl aome othera take the eaay way out and go on via side 
atmetu and cour.try lañes ln order to avoid the State owned scales a 
couple of ailea from here. The noiae from this practloe is deafening 
■nd always oocurs dorln^ the night houro. It oreatea a dust problem 
lao. 

A cójale of weeks ípo, on a Sundny evenln ■ when traffic is especlally 
heavy, two drivera r«ced each other for the right-of-way to the highar,y. 
n eoauae of the oncomln* troffio on 1 ® truck driver was forced to cut his 
truck rherply to the rlght and ln so dolng he cnusrht my nelghbor's pcst 
b»tween the cnb pnd trnller of hlr truck; p couple of days later two 
tractor trailera colllded ln the ralddle of the highway, damaglng enother 
nelghbor'a aidewalk ^nd grasa, and holdlng up traffic for hours! The 
foregoing la r.n exnmple of the rort of thing that goes on around here. 
Anl, lt la not unuaual for «t lenst four trucks looded with explosives 
to be here while other drivera are en^aginj ln reckleasness and horse- 
pl-y. Another nelghbor la constantly repairlng broken dralnage pipes 
aa n result of trucka runnlng over the edr'e of their property. 

üist wlrter durlng anow atorma trucks crowded lnto the truck stop and 
all were left to it with ldllng motora, semetlmes from twelve to 
fiftaen boura. Pumea from the motora seeped lnto our houses causlng 
ua to be 111 f A blf.ok gruaay film aettles on our rorchea, roofs, Windows 
ar i even the ahrubberyt When thla stuff la tracked lnto the houaes ruge 
and floora are ruined.Vhen tires become atuck on ice drlvers spln the 
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wheele untll our u.,u> nelghborhood amella of burning rubber. 

Durinz the aunmer moathnwe ara plagued wlth dust in addition to the 
Inevitable blaok aaoka and nolae. Some of us heve had expensive palnt 
Joba ruln*4 overnimht. It la lmposaible for us to use our porches or 
y rdr, eapecially the fan lliea wlth children and ternasre daughters 
for trany drivarn errlre and leave here wearlng only Jockey shorts! 

They leer at ua whlle they iro thrcugh the vulgar motlons of dresslng 
r:a .u uresrln ■ * And, they star.* bealde thelr trucks r* ther than use 
the reit rooma. 

Cur propertlea have depreciated ln valué anc thourh they have been 
ln the hsndp of realtora for over a year we are not securlng buyera, 
people ere not wllllng to tova lnto the area. We have beautlful honres 
and we have worked for many yeara to recure these hornee «nd wo wondor 
why we ahould have to oonslder moving alnoe we were here flrst, we 
belong here. Soee of ua are flnarcially un»ble to move, othera are 
Dhyelcally unable te make a trove and others are too advnno^d ln years 
to oonaldar -»-oving. Heverthelesr., we are trylr.g. 

All of ua ln the nelghborhood and our Mayor and Councllmen hsve conferred 
wlth one of the owners of the truck stop but he ls ndamant. At one 
■eetlng wnen our Tovn Attorney announc-d tnat the laws regardlng nolse 
i... lnuecent ■ v oaure would be enforced thls man aróse snd sald thot he 
*oul i not; alio» ti.y one to enter hls plE.oe of buslness to make an arrest, 
that he * juld do all ln hle power to protect "hls" truck drlvers (he 
■-ted of «-rvint' 1000) and he atated further thnt he would carry any 
caae lnvolvlng one of hla cuatonera to the Supremo Court lf necessary. 
le then iiugg- ated that we file «ult wlth the warnlng that he would also 
carry that to the Supreme Court. You oan aee that we would not stand a 
cnance wltn thla man, partlcularly lf he secures the backln/r of one or 
«ore large trucklng compañías, becauae nono of uf nave the money to 
flght thla aort of thlng. 

Kr. Hoffa, we reellze that trucka ar" necessery but we feel that thls 
welghlng, •ervlclnr of trucks and other confusión should be done ln a 
lee» oongeated area. la there anything you can do to help us? We know 
you are P huay man but could you flnd the time to look lnto the matter ? 

We oennot continué to Uve undor theae déme re 11 ring conditions and wlll 
be bo greteful for yeur lntereut.

We, the underslgned, realiza your many dutles make you a 
buey san, but we hopa you wlll stlll flnd tina to gire soné thought 
to what we conslder a grave situatlon. On the surface, lt mlght 
look llke a nare drop ln tha bucket, but to us lt is a matter of 
graat lmportance. Palth la a dynanlc forcé t lt awakens a apirit 
of dolng and knows no fear t for lt la eaaentlal to all who want to 
overeóme indecisión. Bxert a true faith ln your country, your 
ablllty and yoursalf. Por anbltion to succeed comea only to those 
who look for lt and then set. 

We ara appeallng to you ln regarda to a sad predlcament 
eneountered haré at our place of work y nanely the Carborundum Company 
of llagara Palla, Maw York, where approxlnately aix hundred non- 
axenpt clerical and technlcal enployeea struggle along wlthout the 
ald of any unión repreaentatlon. Two times prevlously the CIO has 
endaavorad to rapresent tha afore nentloned group and were unaucceesful 
both tinas. Tha najorlty votlng for no unión. 

larly ln Octobar nlneteen fifty flve, an organlilng commlttee 
racrultad fron tha ranks of these clerical and technlcal vorkers chose 
tha Local 212 Office Bmployees International Union to ald them ln 
organlslng a unión. The OBIU were very co-operatlve and we were well 
plaasad by tha nethods enployad by thalr personnel. Several weeks after 
tha OBIU progran had been under way, the Carborundum Company Productlon 
Workers Local 15-12058 OCAW-APL-CIO horned in f rotted the barrel and 
wa all lost out. 

A well conducted alectlon under the supervisión of the National 
Labor Relatlons Board out of Buffalo, N. Y. was held ln the confines 
of the Carborundum Company on Pebruary Seventeenth, Nlneteen Plfty Six. 
Tha reeult agaln waa a vlctory for the Company. the final tally reading - 
no unión. 121 votas - OBIU-APL-CIO. 229 votes and the OCAW-AFL-CIO, 

76 votas. 

Wa wara lndeed dlsappolnted by the outeome. although as 
alectlon tima draw nasr. we could see tha falnt hand writlng on the wall. 

.Tha eoncrata convlctlons of tha orgsnlilng commlttee along wlth the 
OBIU peraonnel contend tha OBIU would have won the electlon hands down 
had the OCAW atayed out of the campaign and for the followlng reasons: 

■on-Bxempt Clerical and Technlcal workers at Carborundum felt they had 
nothlng to gain if they were to be ropresented by a productlon workers 
unión such as Local 15-12058 OCAW. They felt that the personnel of this 
organlxatlon knew llttle or nothlng about the pllght of the white coller 
worker. • They also felt that the offlclals of 15-12058 were not well 
anough aducatad to represent them ln Collectlve bargainlng and would be 
no battar off than they were prior to the electlon. Consequently. a 
graat numbar of ellgible votara fsared the OCAW mlght wln and rather 
than hava tha OCAW. they votad for no unión. 

Another prima factor ln the cause of our defeat and probably tha 
blggeat was the mud sllnging inltlated by the OCAW agalnst the OEIU 
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during the election campalgn. We would llke to bring to your 
attentlon ona of the raitny damaging placea of propaganda iaaued 
and algned by Mr. Loui» Marino, Presldent of the Local 15-12056 
OCAW whlch reada ln parta n The lnitiatlon feea of the OEIU 
la $15*00 and the duea are $5*00. 

Stlll another reaaon waa that people were very much confuaed and 
could not underatand why the OCAW were bltterly fightlng the OEIU 
when the CIO and AFL were auppoaed to be all under one blg happy 
roof. Finally aa the OEIU ln ita entirety haa devoted all ita 
time ln organizing the white collar worker, why then the inter- 
ference from a production workera unión auch aa Local 15-12058 
OCAWf Maybe you have the anawar for ua. 

Aa employeea of the Carborundum Company the membera of thla 
clerical and technlcal commlttee, we have not loat any preatlge or have 
any of ua felt any lncrlmlnatlon for our part in the campalgn and on 
the other hand, we have not bettered ouraelvea in the way of thinking 
and llvlng. We are going to try again aa aoon aa the time element 
involved allowa ua. We are again putting our falth in the OEIU by 
asking them to repreaent ua. Our confidence in the OEIU ia unlimited. 
We are convinced the OEIU can capably handle their end and we are 
quite aure that we can handle our part. Now here la where you 
enter lnto the pieture. 

We are not demanding, rather we are requeatlng from you, an 
authoritive written atatement guaranteeing that the Local 15-12058 
OCAW do not interfere in any way, ahape or manner whatsoever, 
wlth the Local 212-OEIU ln their efforta to organizo this 
approxlmately aix hundred clerical and technlcal workera of the 
Carborundum Company and that the OCAW keep completely out of the 
entlre proceedlnga from the very beginning to the very end. 

If you will be klnd enough to grant ua thia favor, we are 
poaltlve that wlth the help of the OEIU, we can conduct a campalgn 
that will allow ua to come home thia time a winner and beneflt all 
thoae concerned. Thia, however, will be an impoaaible taak if the 
OCAW la again allowed to campalgn and fight agalnat ua and the OEIU 
aa the peraonnel of Local 15-12058 OCAW la too lgnorant, toe unedu- 
cated and too much under the thumb of a dictator to be of any valué 
whataoever to ua white collar workera. 

Thanking you for allowing ua ao much of ycur valued time 
and hoplng we will be rew&rded wlth a prorapt and favorable reply.

In regarás to my letter of October 19, 
concernlng the independent produce truckere, 1 
think you haré mieinterpreted my intentione. 

1 did not anticípate that m¡y fact of law 
was belng Tiolated. Rather, 1 «ant to propoee to 
you a eolution in whlch the International Brother¬ 
hood of Tesmetere will be the vital forcé. 

The plan would center with the organiiing 
of the offlcea through whlch the produce shippere 
would lease their trucke. Thle organization would 
opérate directlj' through the Teametere' Union if 
legally permieeible - if not, oould be handled on 
an independent baeis with your help. Leasing of 
theee trucke is now being handled by independent 
truck brokers. who extract a 7% commieeion, and do 
abaolutely nothlng to maintain reaeonable and atable 
frelght ratee. 

Once thle organization begine to function, 
the truckere will become anxioue to be actire Union 
members eo that they may enjoy the profitable ratee 
of tbene organieed offices. Ae well as the great 
nupber of new members, there should be considerable 
proflt from the operatlon of theee offices. 

A more complete picture of my plan could 
be giren to you if a personal interview «ere arranged,

Saveral years ago I ofl'ered you an idea, vhich you used, and. I nov 
have another one that I believe might be of benefit to you, and very 
definitely vould be so to your Union Membership. 1 I have kept rather 
cióse vatch on your progress since the fiasco in Oakland, Calif., 
even though ve have not met personaly since that time; Hovever I am 
no longer vith the National Red Cross of Washington, D.C. 

Today your teamsters are pretty completely covered for personal in- 
Jury, self and dependent Medical & Hospital Services, veekly benefits 
vhile off account illnens. etc.' But all of this is in effect o nly as 
long as that member is alive and in vorking condition. 1 Aside Trom 
the Insurance noney in the event of death,vhile still an active em- 
ployee of soné trucking, or similar employer. there is no provisión 
for his family beyond tnat Life portion of the policy; Ñor by the 
same femút token is there any provisión for the member AND his spouse 
should he be removed from employment rolls for disability, age,etc; 
other than the Federal Oíd Age pensión; 

Here then is my idea, the details of vhich I am not including here.as 
it vould be too long. but believe me I DO KNOW hov it can be vorked 
out to the benefit or every member. and their dependents; Might even 
be induced to take itover and do it for you and your organization if 
adoptad by them. 

-1- Set up a Fraternal Non-profit Corporation, the purposes of vhich 
vould be to establish the folloving benefits to each member, and 
his dependents; 

-a- A vidovs and Child's city - To vhich vould be admitted vidovs 
and orphans of deceased members, vho had no other means of 
providlng for themselves, to be kept at such institution until 
each child shall have reached 16 years of age. or graduated 
from High School and had learned a trade, or nad acquired a 
scholarship for higher learning, etc; 

-b- A Home for the Aged - Where the Husband and Wife, could be 
aided in living together. for the remainder of their lives, 
after reaching the age of 65 (on thepart of the husband) and 
those that vere able to assist in the careof the Institution 
vould receive in addition to their food, housing, clothing, 
etc; same remuneration for spending money, etc. 

-8- Throv open membership in this non-profit Corporation to the mem- 
bers in good standing, of your Union, on the basis of.504 P er 
month, $6.00. per year, during their membership in the various 
locáis of your Uhion; (It is a continuous membership in the Corp¬ 
oration) Subject to their remaining in good standing. Admission 
to the Home for the Aged members and their dependents vould be 
predicated on 10 or more years active participation as a member 
of the Corporation.

-3- Vlth the creation of the Corporation, a Board of Officers, other 
than the National, or International Officers of the Union, should 
be elected to act in such oapacity as necessary to carry out the 
principies, and details of acquiring the necessary Land, Build- 
ings. Facllities, etc. Setting up the necessary Departments, and 
appoínting the proper Officers to head each Department, so as to 
get into operation at the earliest possible moment; 


This huaanitarian idea could be a tremendous lift to your organization, 
but. it must be kept absolutely out of the local politics of the local 
officers of the unión. You might even be able to have it chartered by 
Congress as vas done vith the American N a tional Red Cross, the D.A.RJ, 
and various Veterans Organizations, 

It could be very much on the same pattern as the Moose programs at 
Mooseheart, 111., and Moosehaven, Fia. 

I vould not offer this for consideration vithout hava^the details at 
hand to implement the idea into a healthy organization that vould be 
not only a real influence in your Union, at all levels, but something 
you could point to vith pride. 

Should the idea maat vith your approval, and you desire additional 
data thereon I vill be quite happy to go into the matter vith you, or 
any one vhom you might desígnate to delve into it's many facets.*

Aa It la, howover, the unorganlzed caalno employea are 
a lar :e and algnlflcant loophole ln tre otherwise aolld 
unión front ln Nevada. Thla ls by dealgn and purpoae. 

That loophole ln the laat electlon «aa more than a decldlng 
factor ln aeelng an lnfamoua "rlght to work" lnltlatlve 
petltlon narrowly voted ln by the electorate. 

Aa the De nocratlc candidato for U. 3. Senator, I 
alao narrowly went down to defeat along w’th the "no" 
votera agalnat the rlght-to-work petltlon. But ln my 
extenalve campalgn, I had the opportunlty to alze ud the 
attltude of the avisrage worklng man ln the caslnoa.

DK. WILLIAM KRKDKR1CK KOCH'S producto “Kwh 
Treatment ”,“Glyoxylide”, and “Koch’s Glyoxylide’’have never 
been condpmned by any federal court ¡n the United States as 
being in violation of the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. 

The p’ood and Drug Administration ¡ndnce<l the United States 
Department of Jastice to file two criminal actions, nnder the 
Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, against Dr. Koch on the 
ground that his products were misbranded becaose of allegad 
cures for cáncer. 

The first trial ended in a disagreement by the jury. The second 
trial resulted also in a hung jury. In neither case did the jury 
find Dr. Koch guilty as charged. 

The Federal Trade Commission, during the first trial, entered 
a Cease and Desist Order against the alleged mtsbramdtng of the 
labeling of tbe products; and the United States Court of Appeals, 
6th Circuit, aftrmed the Federal Trade Commission order.
